In Student 


Sacramento State College has 
received permission from the 
necessary state offices to partici- 
pate in the National Defense Act 
Student loan program. 

This act permits the college to 
participate with the Federal Gov- 
ernment in providing long-term, 
low-interest loans to students so 
that they may complete their ed- 
ucation. 

Summer session students who 
plan to enroll as‘full-time stu- 
dents in the fall may apply for 
fall semester loaris immediately. 
The la wrequires that each reci- 
pient be a full-time under-grad- 
uate or graduate student, that he 
demonstrate financial need, and 
that he be capable of maintaining 
good standing in his chosen 
course of study. Minors will be 
required to furnish a parent or 
guardian co-signer and a family 
financial statement. 

Special consideration in the se- 
lection of loan recipients will be 
given to students with a superior 
academic background who ex- 
press a desire to teach in elemen- 
tary or secondary schools, and 
whose academic backgrounds in- 
dicate superior capacity or prepa- 
ration in science, mathematics, 
engineering, or a modern foreign 
language.

At Tahoe, Auburn, and SSC 


Registration Begins 
Monday, August 3 


The post session program for 
the month of August includes 
course work at Auburn, Lake Ta- 
hoe, and on the Sacramento State 
College campus, Dean H. J. Mc- 
Cormick said recently. Eleven 
courses are scheduled at present, 
and sections will be added if the 
enrollment requires it, McCor- 
mick said. 

The session at Auburn will 
have a four-unit course in Field 
Natural History which will be 
given at Sierra College. In charge 
will be Dr. J. Harold Severaid, 
assistant professor of life sciences 
at SSC. Introduction to plants, 
animals and other natural history 
objects will be the object of class 
and field work. Registration will 
be conducted in room 56 at 
Sierra College at the first class 
meeting on August 3. 

Two units of credit may be 
earned at Tahoe from August 3 
to 14, the last two weeks of the 
six-weeks Tahoe session. Courses 
are offered in art, anthropology, 
education, and music. Faculty at 
Tahoe will be Mr. James Adair 
(Music), Mr. Tom Harvey (An- 
thropology), Dr. Joseph Kotrilk 
(Education) and Mr. Fred 
Schmid (Art). Registration will 
be August 3 at the South Tahoe 
Elementary School. 

August courses are set up to 
meet specific needs, McCormick 
said, especially for teachers. Edu- 
cation will be offered on the SSC 
campus in elementary school art, 
audio-visual education, elemen- 
tary school arithmetic, and a spe- 
cial workshop, scheduled from 
August 17-28, in Growth and De- 
velopment Studies for Leaders of 
Area-Wide Maryland Child Study 
Projects. 

Two other workshops and a 
seminar are scheduled: Work- 
shop in School Health, August 3- 
14; Safety and the School Bus 
Driver, August 10-14. There will 
also be a seminar in advanced 
driver education from August 3 
to August 7.

Board of Justice- Guards Rights 


Functioning primarily as the 
judicial body of the student gov- 
ernment program at SSC, the 
Board of Justice manages and 
safeguards rights of students to 
contro] themselves. 

In operation since 1952, this 
body consists of the board of jus- 
tice and attorney general and is 
modeled after the Supreme Court 
of the United States. The board 
itself is composed of a chief jus- 
tice and five associate justices. 

Appointed By Prexy 

These officials are appointed 
by the student body president 
with the approval of the Student 
Council for a one-year term. 
They must have upper division 
standing, a grade point average 
of 25 or better, and may not 


.. hold any other office on campus 


during their terms on the board. 

This avoids any personal bias 

toward any organization. 
Justices Oriented 


Justices undergo extensive 
orientation prior to taking office. 
New justices meet with members 
of the administration to study 
the civil code and administrative 
policy since one of their chief 
duties is to interpret legality of 
ASSSC by-laws and poticies. 

The board has ion for 
the student association in all 
legal and civil matters. It can 
determine suitability of the pres- 
ence of a group or of any officer 
of a campus organization. It aiso 
must approve the constitution of 


any new organization as in keep- 

ing with school by-laws and pol- 

icies and legally correct. 
Investigates Things 

The attorney general investi- 
gates any disturbances on campus 
or reports of misdemeanors. If 
evidence warrants prosecution, he 
summons witnesses to support 
the ease and calls the accused in- 
dividua! or representatives of an 
organization before the board of 
justice for a hearing. 

The chief justice appoints one 
associate justice to act as defense 
attorney for the accused. After 
the board has heard the case, 
members retire for closed delib- 
eration. A majority of members 
of the board must concur to ren- 
der a verdict. 

Recommends Suspension 

As disciplinary measures, the 
board can take away an in- 
dividual’s student body card with 
its attendant privileges, or can 
even recommend to the dean of 
students a student's suspension 
or dismissal from school. If it de- 
clares a club inactive, the board 
also has the power to absorb its 
treasury balance into the general 
student fund.

LITTLE MAN ON.CAMPUS 
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Science Institute To 
Feature Six Scientists 


The last week of the Science 
Institute at Sacramento State 
College will feature six guest 
speakers, Dr. Carl E. Ludwig, In- 
stitute Director, announced re- 
cently. 

The program which is operat- 
ing under a $64,000 grant by the 
National Science Foundation pro- 
vides intensive study for fifty- 
four selected teachers in various 
fields of science. All lectures un- 
less otherwise noted will be given 
from 11:30 a.m. to 1:00 p.m. in 
room 111 of the SSC Physics 
Building. 

Dr. Harold Furth, of the Ra- 
diation Laboratory, Livermore, 
California spoke yesterday. Dr. 
Furth who was born in Vienna, 
Austria, has been active in the 
field of controlled thermonuclear 
research. His topic was “Con- 
trolled Thermonuclear Reac- 
tions.” 

Dr. Charles R. Goldman, de- 
partment of zoology, University 
of California at Davis spoke on 
“The Use of C-14 for Measure- 
ment of Primary Productivity 
and Assay of Nutrient Limiting 
Factors in Lakes.” Dr. Goldman 
is nationally-known for his work 
in this field, and the recipient of 
a National Science Foundation 
grant to attend the XIV Interna- 
tional Congress of Theoretical 
and Applied Limnology in Vienna 
this year. 

Today, Dr. Robley C. Williams, 
Professor of Biophysics, Virus 
Laboratory, University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley will speak on 
“Viruses.” Dr. Williams received 
the Longstreth Medal of the 
Franklin Institute in 1939, and 
the John Scott Award in 1954. He 
is special consultant to the U.S. 
Public Health Service and to the 
U.S. Army. He spent the sabbat- 
ical year 1956-57 at the Virus Re- 
search Unit, Molteno Institute, in 
Cambridge, England. 

“Marine Ecology and the Prep- 
aration of a High School Film on 


Biology” will be the topic of Dr. 
Joel W. Hedgpeth, Director of 
Pacific Marine Station, College 
of the Pacific, Dillon Beach, Cali- 
fornia. Dr. Hedgpeth, who will 
speak tomorrow in Life Science 
102, has worked as a biologist for 
various state commissions. He is 
a specialist in the group of Ma- 
rine Invertebrates, the Sea Spi- 
ders or Pycnogonids. 

Thursday's speaker will be Dr. 
Ralph W. Planck, Head of the 
Mechanical Measurement Section 
of Physical Properties Depart- 
ment, Solid Rocket Plant, Aerojet 
General Coroporation, Sacramen- 
to. He will speak on “Polymer 
Chemistry.” 

“Radiochemistry” will be the 
topic of Dr. Richard Lernmon, 
Radiation Laboratory, University 
of California at Berkeley, on Fri- 
day. Dr. Lemmon was a 1949-50 
Research Fellow of the U. C. 
Medical School, and he worked 
in research in radiochemistry to 
get his doctorate at U.C. He also 
worked at Stanford and at Cal 
Tech.
